Germany  is  the  perfect  example  of  a nation 
that  drinks  beer  to  save  water. 

Or  maybe  it  just  seems  that  way. 

During  a recent  business  trip  in  Berlin  (World 
Money  Fair  in  February)  it  was  much  cheaper  to 
buy  alcohol,  whether  beer  or  liquor,  than  buying  a 
bottle  of  water.  This  happened  everywhere  I went  - 
at  restaurants  and  the  hotel/convention  center 
complex. 

It  was  never  easy  ordering  a bottle  of  water.  In 
Europe,  it's  apparently  fashionable  to  drink 
carbonated  water,  and  if  you  don't  specify  what 
version  you  want,  you  could  wind  up  spraying  the 
bubbly  stuff  all  over  the  people  next  to  you  in  an 
unmannerly  display  of  repulsion. 

But  then,  hopefully  you  wouldn't  have  the  same 
reaction  I did,  being  as  you  were  warned,  and  all. 

Going  to  Berlin  was  an  eye-opener.  And  a 
wallet-emptier. 

Remember  that  bottle  of  water,  the  one  I actually 
enjoyed?  It  cost  the  equivalent  of  $6  U.S.  Six  bucks 
for  a 16. 9-ounce  bottle  of  water  (that's  half  a liter  to 
the  enlightened  few). 

The  whole  metric  system  is  a shocker  to  those  of  us 
raised  to  measure  in  inches  and  miles,  not 
centimeters  and  kilometers.  The  crazy  taxi  driver 
going  115  wasn't  so  crazy  when  I realized  that  he 
was  only  going  71  mph.  (Which  of  course  meant  we 
got  to  the  hotel  quicker.) 

I was  pleasantly  surprised  by  the  number  of 
English  speakers  in  Germany,  especially  at  the 


hotel.  That  little  triumph  just  made  things  much 
easier,  since  the  only  German  I know  is  the 
exchange  student  that  attend  my  high  school  my 
senior  year.  (I  doubt  Torsten  remembers  me.) 

But  that  triumph  of  the  English  language  - and 
the  American  pop  culture  - manifested  itself  in  an 
ugly  way. 

When  I checked  in,  the  desk  attendant  offered 
me  a special  "VIP"  discount  card  for  20  percent 
off  the  convention  center's  "Stars  In  Concert" 
show.  To  show  how  special  I was,  they  also  gave 
it  to  every  other  person  who  stayed  there,  and 
probably  a few  people  that  weren't  (like  the  local 
homeless  population). 

Upon  entering  my  room  and  getting  unpacked,  I 
turned  the  television  on  and  was  met  with  a 
constant  loop  of  advertising  for  the  show,  which 
included  impersonators  of  such  singers  as  Michael 
Jackson,  Madonna,  Celine  Dion,  Elvis,  the  Blues 
Brothers  and  so  on.  There  were  perhaps  two  dozen 
"Stars"  in  concert,  and  all  I could  think  was,  "I  flew 
5,000  miles,  to  a whole  other  country,  and  I can't 
even  get  away  from  Michael  Jackson  and 
Madonna?" 

After  flipping  through  the  channels,  I found  that 
aside  from  the  BBC  and  CNN  International,  all  the 
channels  were  in  German.  Let  me  tell  you,  you 
have  not  lived  until  you  have  seen  "The  Fresh 
Prince  Of  Bel  Air"  dubbed  in  German. 

Oh,  there  was  another  channel  that  wasn't  in 
German,  but  I never  watched  it.  Al-Jazeera  just 
wasn't  for  me. 

The  room  left  a lot  to  be  desired,  despite  the 
wonderful  television  selection.  I know  Europeans 
are  supposed  to  be  different,  suave,  cool,  hip, 
whatever,  but  when  I asked  for  a double  bed,  I 
didn't  expect  it  to  be  two  beds  shoved  together. 

And  talk  about  cold.  The  hotel's  idea  of  warm 
was  a 65-degree  room.  Which  was  good,  because  it 
would  have  preserved  my  body  for  quite  awhile 
had  I slipped  and  fell  from  the  raised  tub,  which 
seemed  perched  so  precariously  just  one  wet 
misstep  would  send  me  flailing  to  my  death.

Luckily,  I maneuvered  the  raised  platform  without 
incident,  but  it  sure  was  unsettling.  Almost  as 
unsettling  as  the  stark  reality  that  smacked  me  in 
the  face  when  I took  a bath.  Germans  don't  believe 
in  washcloths,  apparently.  That,  or  the  washcloth 
fairy  skipped  over  my  room.  Maybe  the  fairy 
thought  I would  be  too  excited  about  the  Stars 
concert  to  notice  the  absence  of  proper  linens. 

Oh  well.  The  rest  of  the  trip,  at  least  until  I tried 
to  leave  Germany,  wasn't  so  bad. 

I ate  some  real  German  food,  and  I also  managed 
to  snarf  some  good  Italian  food  several  times.  Not 
counting  the  anchovy  incident,  and  the  multi- 
colored grilled  cheese  sandwich,  my  culinary 
experiences  were  pleasant. 

I got  to  see  the  Brandenburg  Gate,  a beautiful 
triumphal  arch,  a monumental  archway  created 
with  12  Greek  Doric  columns.  It's  spectacular  to 
stand  there  and  see  something  so  old.  It  was  built 
as  a sign  of  peace,  beginning  in  1788,  and  was 
completed  in  1791.  There  are  few  things  in  America 
that  can  compare,  age-wise  (except  maybe  for  Joan 
Rivers),  and  it  was  too  overwhelming  to  describe. 

In  all  seriousness,  beyond  the  Gate  lie  a few  still- 
standing sections  of  the  Berlin  Wall,  a crumbling 
monument  to  the  cruelties  of  tyranny.  The  Gate  is 
of  course  where  Ronald  Reagan  challenged 
Gorbachev  to  "Tear  down  this  Wall."  It  was  a 
chilling  and  worthwhile  experience,  one  I'll  never 
forget. 

I'll  also  never  forget  my  attempt  to  leave 
the  country. 

After  waking  early,  and  skipping  breakfast,  I left 
for  the  airport  with  ample  time.  After  arriving,  I 
went  to  the  gate  the  driver  told  me  to,  but  found 
out  with  just  15  minutes  to  spare  that  I was  at  the 
wrong  gate.  Gate  7.  The  flight  destination  was  the 
same  (Frankfurt),  but  the  time  was  an  hour  after  I 
was  supposed  to  be  there. 

After  asking  where  to  go,  I ran,  a la  the 
McCallister  family  in  "Home  Alone,"  to  the  other 
end  of  the  airport.  Gate  30,  where  I promptly 


learned  that  the  nice  attendant  had  said  Gate  13 
and  NOT  Gate  30.  Guess  I really  should  learn 
German,  huh? 

Aided  by  bad  weather,  I narrowly  made  my 
plane,  which  departed  30  minutes  late.  That  same 
bad  weather  in  Berlin  caused  us  to  wait  in  the  air 
for  ground  clearance,  delaying  our  landing  by  some 
40  or  50  minutes. 

While  I was  landing  in  Frankfurt,  my  connecting 
flight  to  Chicago  was  leaving.  So,  my  new  closest 
100  friends  and  I trudged  to  the  customer  service 
desk,  where  we  all  had  to  get  rescheduled  flights. 

The  nice  thing  about  being  stuck  in  the  Frankfurt 
Airport  for  three-and-a-half  hours,  if  anything,  was 
the  10-euro  food  voucher.  Boy  was  that  $6  Sprite 
ever  tasty! 

Once  I actually  got  out  of  the  country,  I was 
welcomed  home  to  the  U.S.  in  Chicago  by 
spectacular  exhibits  of  American  incompetence. 

After  clearing  immigration  and  customs  (Do  I 
have  anything  to  declare?  You  mean  besides  how 
glad  I am  to  be  back?  No.),  I went  to  the  gate  for  my 
connecting  flight. 

Of  course,  that  was  after  the  TSA  personnel  felt  me 
up.  I know  I hadn't  shaved,  but  I didn't  look  like  a 
terrorist,  I swear. 

Anyway,  once  I got  to  the  gate,  and  waited  for 
about  an  hour,  they  moved  our  gate  across  the 
airport.  It  literally  took  10  or  12  minutes  to  walk 
there,  even  using  those  Jetson-like  people-movers. 

After  arriving  at  the  new  gate,  we  had  to  wait  for 
our  plane  to  land  - it  was  coming  from  Cleveland. 
Once  it  landed,  we  had  to  wait  for  our  crew,  which 
was  on  a different  plane,  to  land  at  our  original 
gate,  which  was  a short  12-minute  walk  away. 

Anyway,  we  finally  left  two  hours  late,  and  I 
didn't  get  back  to  Sidney  until  1:30  a.m.,  bringing 
my  adventure  to  an  end. 

I'm  glad  I went.  The  trip  taught  me  to  appreciate 
some  of  the  finer  things  about  America,  like  the  fact 
that  there  are  no-smoking  sections  in  restaurants.  In 
Germany,  they  don't  set  aside  any  space  for 
smokers  to  congregate  - the  whole  country  is  a 
cmoking  section,  even  at  the  airports.

It  also  was  an  eye-opening  experience,  and  I can't 
wait  to  go  back. 

Someone  told  me  that  if  I wanted  the  comforts  of 
home,  I should  have  stayed  home.  Don't 
misinterpret  my  experience:  I knew  going  in  that 
things  would  be  different. 

I'm  not  naive,  but  I found  humor  in  the  quirks, 
bumps  and  uncertainty  of  it  all.  To  most  of  those 
reading  this,  it  wasn't  some  grand  adventure  - it's 
not  like  I went  somewhere  completely  unsafe,  or  out 
of  my  element.  It  was  Europe,  not  Afghanistan. 

The  business  aspect,  compared  to  other  coin 
shows  I've  been  to  (Baltimore  ANA  2003,  Kansas 
City  and  San  Francisco  ANA  2005),  was  only 
slightly  different,  when  you  consider  the  language 
barrier. 

Other  than  that,  it  was  long  days  of  rushing  to 
meetings  and  walking  the  bourse  trying  to  meet  as 
many  people  as  possible,  making  new  numismatic 
friends,  about  what  I expected.
